EDUCATION. 


MR. GOOD AND THE EDUCATION 


BILL. 


The subject of “‘ Advertising as Dducation ' 
was dealt with by Mr. 8. G, Haughton, Ad- 
ministrater Irish Linen Society, in a lecture 
delivered last evening in the Commercial Build- 
ings, Dublin, under the auspices of the Irish As- 
sociation of Advertising Men. 

Mr. John Good, J.P., Vice-President of the 
Chamber of Commerce, who presided over a 
large attendance, apologised for the absence of 
Mr. E. H. Andrews and Mr. J. ©. Perey. He 
thought that it was a happy idea on Mr. Haugb- 
ton’s part to take as the subject of his lecture 
advertising as education. Advertising was an 
important part, though a small one, of com- 
mercial education, and commercial education 
ought to be a very important part of our gene- 
ral education system. At the moment, the air 
was full of proposals in connection with the re- 
form of our educational system in Ireland. 
There was a bill before Parliament—a wide; 
sweeping, and far-reaching measure, which 
should do much to reform the many ills of our 
present out-of-date educational system, if it was 
not hampered, as many of these proposals were, 
unfortunately, in Ireland, by want of funds. 
Under that bill there was sei up a new Depart- 
ment of Education for Ireland, in conjunction 
with which there was an Advisory Board of 
Education. Though it was somewhat large, con- 
sisting of 51 members, it was a Board elected 
on wide and democratic principles. They all 
hoped that it would do much in helping forward 
those reforms that they were all anxious for in 
this country. Under that new Board, the 
primary, technical, and, to some extent, the 
secondary, system of education would be coy 
trolled and co-ordinated. There were, however, 
in connection with that Act three important 
omissions. The first omission was that on that 
Advisory Board there was no statutory repre- 
sentation for employers or trade unions. That 
was a very important omission,’ because industry 
ought to be a very important part of the edu- 
cational system. Those of them who knew any- 
thing about the system in America, Germany, 
and Japan knew that, not alone were Chambers 
of Commerce represented on the Government 
Boards, but employers and workmen if various 
trades worked harid in hand with the educational 
committees, dealing with the various depart- 
ments of work. He regretted to have to say 
that at present, under the Irish system, the 
Chamber of which he had the honour to be Vice- 
President did not send a single representative 
on any of the many Boards which at present 
dealt with the educational ceystem in Ireland. 
There was no connection whatever in this 
country between industry education, and 
that, to his mind, had been one of the reasons 
of the great failure of the Irish educational 
system in the past Evidence was given ata 
conference held some vears ago in Dublin in con- 
nection with industrial education that 75 per 
cent. of the boys offering for industrial 
suits were unable “to pass a simple qualifying 
examination necessary to technical 
school. The second omission Act 
that the compulsory attendance system in 
land, which fixed attendance at 150 days 
annum, was unaltered.

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MERCER’S HOSPITAL LINEN 
GUILD. 


ANNUAL MEETING, 
SIR JOHN ROSS AND IRISH 


WEALTH. 

The sixth annual meeting of the Mercer's 
Hospital Linen Guild was held in the hospital 
yesterday, under the presidency of the Dowager 
Countess of Desart, who opened the procerdings 
by reading a special message of regret froin the 
Lord Lieutenant, who had intended taking the 
chair at the meeting, but was at the last 
moment prevented from doing so. The letter 
was accompanied by a subscription from His Ex- 
cellency to the funds of the Guild. 

Lady Desart, in her presidential address, em- 
phasised the work of Mercer's Hospitel during 
the war. She urged all sympathisers with the 
work of the institution to join the Linen Guild, 
and to leave no stone unturned to assist the 
hospital in the present financial crisis. 

The annual report was read by Mrs. Henry 
Webb, Hon. Secretary, and contained a fine re- 
eord of work, in addition to which it was an- 
nounced that the Linen Guild had undertaken 
further responsibilities, ead now intended, as far 
as was possible, to supply all the linen necessary 
for the new Nurses’ Home. 

Miss Steele, Hon. Treasurer, gave a résumé of 
the financial position of the Guild. 

The Right Hon. Sir John Ross, in moving the 
adoption of the report, congratulated those who 
had invented linen guilds as auxiliaries to the 
great Dublin hospitals. He dwelt on the fact 
that, although the people who habitually sup- 
ported the hospitals, had now become compara 
tively poor, yet there was more money in the 
country than ever, and that ii was necessary 
by propaganda to insti} into the minds of those 
who possessed wealth that the Dublin hospitals 
should be a first charge on their charitable gifts. 

FINANCIAL ANAEMIA. 

Sir William de Courcy Wheeler, in seconding 
the resolution, said that the Dublin hospitals 
were suffering from a disease known as pernicious 
financial anamia, and that this disease could only 
be cured by frequent doses of a strong mixture 
of silver and gold. There was a time when fhe 
charitable public could have dealt with an out- 
break of such a disease, but now, with the in- 
come tax hovering round 10s. in the pound, the 
community itself had no desire to live, and, with 
death duties what they were, there was no in- 
centive to die. He added that he believed that 
the public, in this state of suspended animation, 
was too generous not to face the music when 
the tune indicated a total collapse of the volun- 
tary system of hospital treatment, of which the 
city in the past had been so proud. 

The adoption of the report was carried unan- 
mously. 

Mr. Justice Samuels, im pri 
election of the honorary officers 
pleaded for more cleanliness in 
eliminate disease.

He hoped that, 
under a Public Health Aet year, th 
counties in Ireland would be compelled to pay 
their quota in the maintenance of the Dublin 
hospitals.

1920 as they could conveniently meet to discuss 
the accounts, which would be made up to Sist 
December, 1919. He would, however, give a 
brief account of the affairs of the company, 
first referring to the concessions they held in 
France. These were acquired in the latter part 
of 1916, and comprised full exploiting mineral 
rights over an area of 5,616 acres. Further 
mining rights were acquired in July last, and 
the area corresponding thereto would be de- 
finitely ascertained after the application for and 
grant of a further concession. The propertics 
covered by the existing concessions were situated 
within 50 to 55 miles of Toulon, the great 
French naval base; 30 miles from Nice and 90 
miles from Marse illes, four miles from the 
station of Moneraus, on the Sud de France 
Railway, and 11 miles from the village of 
Frejus, on the P.L.M. Railway. Substantial 
buildings which were already erected on the 
property included accommodation for a con- 
siderable number of workmen. No difficulty 
was experienced in obtaining adequate: labour, 
and economical power would be available. The 
only outgoings to which the concessions were 
subject were Government and municipal taxes, 
amourting altogether to between frs.2,500 and 
frs.3,000 per annum. In the meantime the mining 
rights were subject to a small royalty of one 
france per ton on the output,. which charge 
would disappear when the concession was 
granted. The value of the concession was in 
the coal deposits in the properties under their 
control. These deposits they believed to be ex- 
tensive and of excellent quality. They had also 
the prospect of treating the shale oil deposits 
reported to exist in the concessions, which, if 
satisfactorily developed, would probably add 
largely to their revenue. There was a ready 
market for coal in the South of France, and 
their mining costs should be relatively low. 
They were very fortunate in the situation of 
their concessions as regarded the railways. The 
Sud de France line passed within three miles 
to the north of the property, and the interven- 
ing country was in every way suitable for the 
construction of an aerial ropeway to transport 
the coal to the railway. Eleven miles to the 
south was the P.L.M. main line from Marseilles 
to Toulon and Nice. There was also a line, 
which was commenced some years ago, to con- 
nect this property with the main line, and it 
would be possible to complete this. A sum of 
£56,000 had been expended on this branch rail- 
way, which was to-day in an excellent condition. 
For the time being it was proposed to connect 
the concessions with the railway by an acrial 
ropeway three miles in length to the Sud de 
France. 
As to the coal deposits, the existence of 
anthracite coal in the mest northerly of their 
concessions was discovered upwards of 80 years 
ago, and the coal seams were actually worked 
to some extent. The old records testified to the 
excellent quality of the coal, the thickness of 
the seams aggregating to 17ft. 10ins. These 
operations were almost entirely confined to a 
small area on the eastern side of a large foult 
which divided the concessions into two sepa- 
rate areas—namely, the eastern area, to whieh 
he had just alluded, and the western. area, 
which constituted by far the larger and mcre 
important part of the concession. lt was in 
this latter areca they were now concen rating 
their energies.

The lease was for 40 years, and 
they were advised that the same geological 
evidence was found, and the same type of 
etructure encountered, as in the famous 
Tabaquite field of the Trinidad Centra! Oil- 
fields, Lid The oil outcrops indicated the 
existence of very high grade oil, yielding up 
to 40 per cent. petrol The second lease, known’ 
as the Graham lease, covered 85 acres in the 
same district, and the lease was for 49 years. 
The area comprised a valuable asphaltic oil 
property, andythe existence of oil had been al 
ready proved by three shallow wells. The 
oil was rich in light compounds, and was of 
high value. The third property was in the 
nature of a prospecting licence, which entitled 
the company to apply for a lease for the usual 
The area covered was between 1,500 
and 2,000 acres. It was similar geographically 
to the Graham lease, and was situated 12 miles 
N.E. of the latter, and about 8 miles from 
deep water on the East coast. 

The first two of their properties were within 
a short distance of existing pipelines, and could 
he worked economically. ‘They were under 
obligation to commence sinking a well on each 
area within one year, from September, 1919. 
The properties had been selected with great 
care, under the guidance of eminent geologisis, 
who had been engaged in opening up other 
oilfields in Trinided, and, so far as 
ene could judge from the reports re- 
ceived, the acquisition had every appearance of 
considerable value.

factory to have so favourable a report from 
geologists who had studied very closely the 
possibilities of the Trinidad fields. They had 
secured the services of a highly qualified tech- 
nical etaff and manager, and had made all 
arrangements to commence boring operations at 
an early date. To provide funds for the com-

£22,000-—and to supply working capital, it was 
proposed to make an issúe of 120,000 shares at 
par for cash, the shares being offered first to 
the ehareholders, An explanatory circular, 
accompanied by application forms, would be 
issued in the courses oí; the week.

THE ROYAL SOCIETY OF ANTIQUARIES OF 
IRELAND. 
; nme 

A statutory meeting of the Royal Society of 
Antiquaries of Ireland was held at the Society's 
rooms, 63 Merrion square, Dublin, last niglit. 
After the disposal of formal and routine busi- 
ness, the President, Mr. Thomas Johnson West- 
ropp, M.A., C.E., read a paper, entitled '' The 
Promontory Forts of Western County Cork— 
Beare and Bantry,” illustrated by many fine 
lantern slides from photographs taken mos’ ly 
by himself. He referred to the many surviviog 
forts in the three southern provinces of [re- 
land. The district is singularly rich in these 
remains, some two hundred examples being 
found. Speaking more particularly of the dis- 
tricts of Beare and Bantry, he said that they 
were most interesting from both the literary 
and traditional history points of view, and were 
bound up in the adventures of the ancient 


O’Sullivans. The whole district is redolent of 
legendary gods and goddesses, Much is owed 
to the researches made in 1840 by the little- 
known, but important, historian, John Windele, 
who was the first person to observe the inscrip- 
tions on several sianding columns. Very in- 
teresting, too, wés Beare Island, with the ruins 
of once famous fortifications and a _ well-pre- 
served cromlech. The latter part of the paper 
dealt more with the actual remains than his- 
tory. Mr. Westropp mentioned that Beare 
Island was a noted haunt of witches. 

A paper was then read by Mr. W. G. Strick- 
land, Fellow of the Society, on “The Staite 
Coaches of the City of Dublin, and of the Lord 
Chancellor, the Earl of Clare,” also illustrated 
by lantern slides. Mr. Strickland said that the 
coaches were built in 1790 and 1791, and ap- 
neared together for the first time at the annua! 
celebration in honour of King William on the 
4th November, 1791. The coach of Lord Clare 
was built in London, and was intended to serve 
as an example to Dublin coach-builders, and it did 
undoubtedly influence the design of city coaches. 
The subsequent design and ornamentation 
of Dublin-built coaches, however, proved equal 
if not superion, to the London cortinge. The 
paper, which gave full descriptions of the two 
coaches and the vicissitudes of their history, 
will be published in the journal of the Socicty, 
and will be an interesting addition to Dublin s 
civic history.
